BUDAPEST, Sept. 16 (UP) — 
Former Hungarian Foreign Minis- 
ter Laszlo Rajk confessed. in court 
today that he had been an anti- 
Communist spy for various mas- 
ters, including the United States, 
for the last 17 years. 

Rajk, one of eight former Hun- 
garian Communist leaders on trial, 
pleaded guilty to the Government 
charges of treason, espionage and 
attempts to overthrow the Com- 
munist regime, He then launched 
into a four-hour-long recital of 
anti-Communist spying activities 
since 1932. 

Rajk said he was blackmailed 
into spying for the United States 
in postwar Hungary by American 
agents who threatened to expose 
his anti-Communist past. 

He said he first was enlisted 
as an anti-Communist spy by the 
Hungarian police in 1932. He con- 
tinued this career, he said, even 
after he became the No. 2 Com- 
munist in Hungary and held the 
offices of Interior Minister and 
Foreign Minister. 

During that time, he said, he 
held secret meetings with two 
United States Army officers and

full blast in at least 25 of the 102 
counties of Illinois, with 2372 
establishments having paid federal 
taxes on 8834 machines in the first 
two months of the current fiscal 
year, which began July 1. 
One of the heavy concentrations 
was in the East St. Louis area. St. 
Clair, Madison and Monroe coun- 
ties showed a total of 371 ma- 
chines. 5 
In the city of East St. Louis 
and its immediate vicinity the op- 
eration of 54 machines in com- 
mercial establishments and eight 
in private clubs was disclosed. 
Belleville, St. Clair county seat, 
has 19 machines going. 
55 in Granite City. 
In Madison county, Granite City 
leads with 55 slot chines—42 of 
them in taverns and similar places 
—followed by Madison, with 26, 
and Wood River, with 20. 
The Monroe county communi- 
ties of Waterloo and Columbia 
have 28 and 15 machines, respec- 
tively, almost all of them in tav- 
erns.

St. Clair—commercial, 70; pri-

GET PROPOSAL FOR 
NEW CITY SETUP 


8-Department Govern- 
ment, Ousting Comp- 
troller and Board of 

Public Service Is Urged, 


A city government of eight ad- 
ministrative departments, includ- 
ing a director of finance instead 
of the present elective comptoller, 
is envisioned in a proposal made 
yesterday at the meeting of the 
St. Louis Board of Freeholders by 
Claude O. Pearcy, a member. 

The Mayor would have control 
and supervision over the various 


departments, including the power 
to name the heads of departments, 
and, in addition, the power to cre- 
ate additional departments. 

The departments would be those 
of personnel, finance, law, public 
works and improvements, welfare, 
safety, utilities and records. 

The department of public works 
and improvements would replace 
the present board of public serv- 
ice. The department of records 
would include the records of the 
Board of Aldermen, now kept by 
the city register, as well as rec- 
ords of the city courts and might 
eventually include the recorder of 
deeds if that county office can be 
placed under city administration 
through a change in state statutes, 
Pearcy said. 

“My idea in this proposal,” he 
said, “is to simplify the city ad- 
ministration as much as possible 
and centralize administrative au- 
thority in the hands of the Mayor.

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DISPUTE OVER POLIO. 
FUND DRIVES RISES 


Mail an Issue in Controversy 
Between Two Rival 
Foundations. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16 (AP)— 
Post Office officials have taken 
steps to smooth out a dispute be- 
tween two organizations seeking 
funds to fight infantile paralysis. 

The controversy was disclosed as 
the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis extended for a 
second week its emergency drive 
for $14,500,000 to combat the rec- 
ord poliomyelitis epidemic. 

Criticism of the foundation’s 
fund-gathering methods came from 
the Sister Elizabeth Kenny Foun- 
dation, Inc., which is conducting 
a simultaneous campaign for 


funds. 

Rex G. Williams, eastern area 
director of the Kenny Foundation, 
charged yesterday the. National 
Foundation had scheduled its spe- 
cial drive to coincide with the 
Sister Kenny campaign in a delib- 
erate effort “to stymie us.” 

He said the Sister Kenny drive 
has been conducted every year in 
September. 

Principal concern of his group, 
he said, is over a Post Office De- 
partment directive authorizing the 
transmission to the National Foun- 
dation of all mail addressed mere- 
ly to “Polio.” 

In a telegram to Postmaster 
Jesse M. Donaldson, Williams as- 
serted the arrangement for all 
such mail to go to the National 
Foundation constituted a “monop- 
olistic procedure.” 

He,asked that postmasters be 
instructed to “guard against” get- 
ting contributions intended for the 
Sister Kenny group mixed with 
— 9 going to the National Foun- 


on. 

Later, Post Office representa- 
tives were reported to have as- 
sured the Sister Kenny group that 
such steps would be taken. 

A spokesman for the National 
Foundation said Williams's charges 
were “ridiculous.” 

The Kenny Foundation began 
its drive on Sept. 9 for $572,000 for 
the Sister Kenny clinic in the Jer- 
sey City (N.J.) Medical Center. A 
day earlier, the National Founda- 
tion, announcing the poliomyelitis 
epidemic had nearly exhausted its 
funds, launched its one-week 
emergency appeal for contribu- 
tions through the mail marked 
only “Polio.” This mailing system 
was approved by the Post Office 
Department.

“our own high volume of Ameri- 
can exports.” 

He called on this country to 
„give full evidence that we intend 
to carry the four-year Marshall 
plan through to its completion.” 

Hoffman listed these improve- 
ments in Europe's political and 
economic picture directly trace- 
able to the 18 months of Marshall 
plan aid: 

Improvements in diets for 
people in all walks of life; in- 
creased industrial production 
which now is 115 per cent of the 
prewar mark; the halt and con- 
trol of inflationary pressures in 
western Europe; increasing po- 
litical stability; preservation of 
democra institutions; a return 
of faith in the future; checking 
the spread of Communism which 
has resulted in putting Soviet- 
inspired propaganda and Soviet- 
controlled governments on the de- 


fensive. 
Partial Text. 

Following is a partial text of 
Hoffman's speech: 

In recent weeks so much news 
out of Washington has apparent- 
ly been dealing with the minutiae 
of the European Recovery Pro- 
gram that it may be useful to 
take just a moment to recapture 
our perspective and take a fresh 
look at what we are really in- 
vesting our billions to achieve. 
What do we want to accomplish 
and why? What is the overriding 
purpose of the Marshall plan and 
is it an indispensable purpose? 
Why has Congress asked the 
American people to spend this 
money in a cause which, to some, 
must seem a long way from home? 

Put simply and without any 
fancy words, the underlying pur- 
pose of the Marshall plan is to 
help the ‘free nations of ‘Western 
Europe te get back on their feet, 
to stand on their feet, and to free 
them of the need of extraordinary 
outside assistance. 

Following World War II, but 
prior to the initiation of the Mar- 
shall plan, the American people 
had either given or loaned to the 
European nations approximately 
21 billion dollars. These billions 
went primarily for relief. There 
is a vast difference between the 
Marshall plan and relief. The dif- 
ference is between that of sup- 
porting a number of down-and-out 
families, which is relief, and find- 
ing jobs for the heads of these 
families, which is recovery. 

I put it to you in all candor, 
and at the risk of being undiplo- 
matic, that our problem is not 
only to get Europe on its feet, but 
off our backs.

6. Fear of collapse is very wide- 
ly being replaced by faith in the 
future. And while there are de- 
featists abroad as well as at home 
who argue that Europe cannot 
become self-supporting by the 
Marshall plan termination date 
of June 1952, I am convinced 
the ERP countries are going 
put forth a Herculean effort to 
reach this goal. 

7. The spread of Communism 
has not only been checked, but 
the Communists have been put on 
the defensive throughout the free 
nations of Western Europe. The 
Communists have been driven out 
of many unions as a result of 
courageous action on the part of 
trade union leaders. Communist- 
inspired strikes have collapsed. 
Communist propaganda is being 
forced to shift its tactics. The 
Communists are having to drop 
the line that tile Marshall’ plan is 
not promoting recovery, and to 
substitute the weak thesis that its 
benefits cannot last because of a 
depression which they are con- 
stantly predicting for the United 
States. From my own observation 


to our ECA missions abroad, I 
report to you that the advocates 


of Communist dictatorship are 
weaker in Europe today than at 
any time since the end of the war. 
Cites Reich Election. 
-The recent German election is 
the latest evidence of this trend. 
Here the Communists suffered a 
conclusive setback. They wil] have 
only 15 seats in the new German 
Parliament, and these only be- 
cause they are given to them by 
the proportional system of select- 
ing 40 per cent of the parliamen- 
tary membership. The significant 
fact is that the Communists did 
not elect a single member in di- 
rect district voting. 

I have heard it said that there 
could be no economic recovery 
in Europe until there was 
political stability. The exact op- 
posite is the truth. The fact is 
that there would be no political 
stability today if the Marshall 
plan were not producing great 
economic improvement and were 
not, in fact, laying the founda- 
tion for recovery. It is primarily 
because of the economic prog- 
ress under the Marshall plan 
that all these favorable political 
developments, which mean 80 
much to the free world, have 
come into being. 

It can, I K be said in all 
honesty that the Marshall plan is 
ahead of schedule. But that does 
not mean for a moment that our 
task is near completion. It isn’t. 
All it means is that the first phase 
of the recovery job has largely 
been done. Europe is, economically 
and politically, a democratic going 
concern. The job of getting its al- 
ready existing productive plant 
into operation is the job that is 
so well along. But that already 
existing plant is not good enough, 
and the productivity of the men 
and women who man it is not 
high enough to enable Europe to 
survive as a democratic going con- 
cern in the modern world. More- 
over, the concern is not yet break- 
ing even. Europe this year will 
earn four billion less than it has 
to pay out. If our aid to Europe 
were halted now, it would not take 
six months to undo all the ac- 
complis of the past year 
and a half Europe is still highly 
vulnerable. The Marshall plan will 
not have accomplished its pur- 
pose until it has ceased to be so. 
The frank truth is that while the 
flames of economic catastrophe 
have been dampened down and 
are no longer easily Visible, the 
fire has not yet been put out. Let’s 
not fool ourselves, Europe is still 
vulnerable, and it is vital to the 
safety of the United States that 
Europe should not be vulnerable.

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Such a judicial promotion may not be indicated 
in every instance. Some of the Court’s most dis- 
tinguished members reached it by other routes 


than the judicial one. In general, however, it 


seems desirable that Court vacancies should be 
filled from the lower bench. Judges are most 
likely to have the best background. Further, it 
is possible to obtain better men for the lower 
courts if they have the feeling that distinguished 
service may bring them to the nation’s highest 
tribunal. 

Aside from his eight years on the appellate 
bench, Judge Minton’s record includes a term 
in the Senate and public service under Gov. 
Paul McNutt of Indiana. In the Senate, he sup- 
ported President Roosevelt's New Deal legisla- 
tion with only the most minor deviations. In 
Indiana, he achieved a reputation for the way 
in which he represented the state in public utility 
affairs. He was not exactly a brilliant legislator, 
but President Roosevelt found him useful and 
employed him briefly as an administrative as- 
sistant before naming him to the judiciary. 

In the opinion of Raymond Brandt, the Post- 
Dispatch’s chief Washington correspondent, 
Judge Minton “is not likely to be thé ardent 
defender of civil liberties that the late Justices 
Murphy and Rutledge were.” Mr. Brandt believes 
that he will side more frequently with Chief Jus- 
tice Vinson and Justices Frankfurter, Jackson 
and Clark than with Justices Black and Doug- 
las. Those two may henceforth be cast for roles 
very similar to those of Holmes and Brandeis, 
the famous dissenters. 

In view of “senatorial courtes},” there is scant 
doubt about Justice Minton’s confirmation. On 
the whole, there will be less disappointment over 
this than over the selection of former Attorney 
General Clark and the other Truman appointees. 
While Judge Minton was a close friend of the 
President in their days in the Senate, his ap- 
pointment is less tinged with politics than the 
others. And the President did name a man with 
eight years of experience on the Federal bench. 
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Public Interest or Public Nuisance? 


In other cities, too, people are complaining 
about radios in streetcars and busses. Protests 
are so numerous in Washington that bus radio 
is to go on trial before the District of Columbia 
Public Utilities Commission later this month, The 
trade paper Billboard tells the story thus: 

Authorization previously granted to the 
carrier to install receivers in busses and 
streetcars will be re-examined in the light 
of scores of complaints filed against broad- 
cast reception on busses, the commission 
said. There has been a steady stream of com- 
plaints to the commission, to local news- 
papers and even to President Truman ever 
since the receivers were installed some 
months ago. . 

Numerous squawks have come from ridets 
who complain that the broadcasts disrupt 
their reading, relaxation and conversation 
to and from work. Telephoned complaints 
have become so common at the D. C, Utili- 
ties Commission that when a reporter 
-phoned to find out about the date for the 

earing on the transit radio system, the 
phone operator chirped: “D’ya wanna make 

a complaint, too?” 

An important fact distinguishes the situation 
in Washington from the situation in St. Louis. 
Capital Transit Co. got permission from the util- 
ity commission before putting in the radios— 
the permission that the commission is now going 
to reconsider. St. Louis Public Service Co. takes 
the attitude that it didn’t need such permission. 
So it went ahead without submitting the propo- 
sition to the Public Service Commission. 

Thus, the rolling juke boxes run in St. Louis 
without any official determination that they 
“serve the public interest, convenience and nec- 
essity.” Judging from the number of St. Louis 
riders who are expressing their dislike of bus 
radio and resentment at having it forced on a 
helpless audience, it is very doubtful that this 


- imposition on the public could meet any fair 


definition of public interest. 
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Senator on a Rampage 

One strange coincidence that came in with 
the New Deal was Senator Pat McCarran of Ne- 
vada. Beyond being deeply conservative, he is 
what a Washington Post editorial reprinted on 
this page calls a “one-man monkey wrench.” Un- 
tamed in Congress, this blustering Senator has 
finally forced President Truman to try to put 
him in his place. 

McCarran’s latest venture ig to go to Spain 
to discuss diplomatic recognition with Dictator 
Franco. As a Francophile of considerable stand- 
ing, the Nevada Senator cannot understand why 
Americans should not be friendly toward a Fas- 
cist state that aided the Axis in wartime. 

President Truman states that Senator McCar- 
ran represents nobody but himeelf. This is a 
long-needed rebuke for numerous officials who 
have paraded off to Madrid on junkets that lent 


, encouragement to Franco and embarrassed our 


foreign policy. But as for rebuking McCarran 
himself, the task is formidable. 

The Senator has no command of foreign pol- 
icy and no membership in the Foreign Relations 
Committee. But this never dented his ambitious. 
The Washington Post notes that he blocked leg- 
islation for the entrance of displaced persons, 
interfered in United Nations affairs and tried 
to toss more dollars to the fumbling Chinese 

As to domestic policy, McCarran has engaged 
in various witeh-hunts, specialized in aiding the

Judiciary Committee and to join the equally 
powerful Appropriations Committee, led by his 
ally, 80-year-old Senator McKellar. 

If the Senate ever abolishes the anachronism 
of seniority, Senators may find recognition for 
service rather than obstructionism. As for Sena- 
tor McCarran, the best that can be said of him 
is what President Truman said — that he is 
strictly on his own. 


Steel Strike, On or Off? 


The position of the United States Steel Corp. 
leaves the steel labor dispute just as it was be- 
fore President Truman appointed his fact-finding 
board. Big Steel is willing to bargain with the 
CIO but will not accept the board’s report. 
This attitude could lead to a destructive strike. 

It was first expected that the stee] industry 
would accept terms of the fact-finders’ peace 
program. But now Benjamin Fairless, president 
of U. S. Steel, states that he cannot agree to a 
pension and insurance program supported en- 
tirely by the industry. In return Philip Murray 
threatens that the steel workers may have to 
strike, since there is no agreement on anything. 

When the presidential hoard reported to the 
White House, the Post-Dispatch urged both the 
union and the industry to accept the findings as 
reasonable. We said: 

On pensions and insurance there can not 
be even the slightest question as to the right- 
ness of the report. Steel has lagged behind 
other industries in looking out after these 
basie welfare conditions of employment. 
Part of steel’s trouble with its workers has 
come from its failure to keep step with 
many other industries. 


Last July, U. S. Steel refused even to bargain 
on pensions. Its present attitude also sounds 
unreasonable, What the President’s board pro- 
poses is far less than what the union demanded. 
The board estimated the cost of pensions at 6 
cents an hour; the union asked for 11.23 cents. 
The estimated cost of insurance would be 4 
cents an hour; the union sought 6.27 cents. 

In accepting the board’s plan and calling off 
a strike, the steel workers sacrificed efforts to 
get a fourth-round pay increase. They bowed to 
national interest in continued steel production. 

What will the steel industry do? 
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Paul Hoffman, Star Salesman 

Senator Malone angrily charges that Paul 
Hoffman has been selling Studebakers in Eu- 
rope while representing the United States as 
head of ECA.

Hoffman was head of the Studebaker Corpora- 
tion and, as Senator Malone points out, he was 
a good automobile salesman. That’s putting it 
mildly. Mr. Hoffman was terrific. He took the 
Studebaker out of comparative obscurity and, 
by giving it an ultra-modern dress, made it the 
talk of the country. Even now, no one can tell 


from looking at a Studebaker whether it is 


coming or going. 

Mr. Hoffman quit his job with Studebaker 
when he assumed responsibility for ECA, but 
he would be super-human if, in moments of 
leisure, he did not think about and talk about 
his baby. It is easy to imagine him, after a 
long, hard session with European statesmen, sit- 
ting in his suite at Claridge’s in London, or the 
Crillon in Paris. Coffee and cognac have been 
served, and the cigars are being lighted. 

Someone begins by saying that the Rolls- 
Royce is the world’s greatest motor car. Then 
the talk veers to the Daimler, Mercedes-Benz, 


. Hispano-Suiza, Humber, Jaguar and drops down 


to the Austin, Citroen, Morris and Renault. Must 
Mr. Hoffman remain silent during this patter? 
Can't he lift his voice in behalf of his own 
baby—the Studebaker? 

We'll bet a hat that Mr. Hoffman takes a sip 
of coffee, removes his Havana from his mouth, 
and says, “Hold on, gentlemen! Let me tell you 


about the Studebaker.” And we'll bet another hat 


that he’s just as persuasive as when he’s telling 
the countries of Western Europe that they had 
better increase their production. So what, Sena- 
‘tor Malone?

William Stoneman reports that British engi- 
neers are out in front in the race to build new 
gas turbines, the best means of ship propulsion 
short of atomic energy. He tells of sensational 
developments in gas engines which will soon be 
speeding vessels across the Atlantic. He also re- 
ports that Britain already holds some 2000 pat- 
ents on these developments. ; 

This news ought to give at least a moment's 
‘pause to those Johnnie-One-Notes who are al- 
ways writing off British science and industry 
as outmoded, if not utterly obsolete. The Brit- 
ish themselves admit that in many ways their 
factories are behind the pace set by American 
super-plants. But an awareness of shortcomings 
may be the first step toward correcting them. 

Be that as it may, the real point is that Brit- 
ish brains are still first-rate brains: So, when 
the United States helps Britain through its post- 
war economic troubles, it is not just giving alms 
to a pensioner nation. It is making an invest- 
ment in a partnership which can—and, no doubt, 
will--pay dividends. That's a long range view 
which needs to be kept in mind these days.

The smallest State in the Union from the 
standpoint of population has the distine- 
tion of having contributed a one-man mon- 
key-wrench to the legislative process in 
Washington. We refer to Nevada's 73-year- 
old Senator Pat McCarran. 


Officially Senator McCarran wields such 
power because he is chairman of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee, chairman of the 
ECA Watchdog Committee, and chairman 
of an important gyubcommittee of the Ap- 
propriations Committee, As head of the 
Judiciary Committee 
he is in a position to 
block judgeship ap- 
pointments of per- 
sons whose patrons 
have incurred his 
disfavor. 


He has appointed 
himself the head of 
the Judiciary sub- 
committee studying 
immigration and 
naturalization ‘1 a w s. 

In addition, he main- Senator McCarran 
tains a close liaison with Chairman Me- 
Kellar of the Appropriations Committee 
and Chairman McClellan of the Executive 
Expenditures Committee, and the three to- 
gether constitute the most powerful group 
in the Senate. 

The record contains plenty ef examples 
of McCarran obstructionism, For example, 
he hag frustrated all DP legislation, al- 
though he has championed a measure 
needed by Nevada for the admittance of 
sheep herders. 

He personally sponsored an ECA amend- 


ment to include Spain, and threatened to 


cut State Department appropriations unless 
policy were brought in line with his think- 
ing on Spain. (Editor's note: And the Sen- 
ator has now set out on a visit to Gen- 
eralissimo Franco in Spain, causing Presi- 
dent Truman to say that MeCarran is on 
hig own and can make no commitments for 
the United States.) 

He has used every means to force more 


money down the Chinese rathole and has 
not stopped trying—although Nevada's 
leadership in the 308 in the American de- 
cision to boost our Government price of 
silver began the debacle of Chinese cur- 
rency. 

It was Senator McCarran who accused 
United Nations Secretary General Lie of 
deliberately loading the UN with Com- 
munist spies, 


Operating out of his bailiwick, he re- 
leased the names of persons smeared by 
Elizabeth Bentley, with no chance for them 
to answer, 

He threatened to subpena high Adminis- 
tration officials unless confidential execu- 
tive files were furnished his committee. 


He fought to ban the appointment of any 
Government lawyer to a district judgeship. 


He helped engineer the vindictive Straus- 
Boke rider denying pay to officials of the 
Bureau of Reclamation. He even descended 
to the point of vetoing a claim presented 
by twg Indian employes of the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs for redemption of a charge 


-made against their salaries for housing 


which the Government did not furnish. 


The measure of the man was indicated 
by his crass comment that since one of 
the Indians in question had built an adobe 
hut out of mud, she did not come before 
the committee with clean hands. 


Doubtless other members of the Senate 
are heartily sick of McCarran’s domineer- 
ing, but they are afraid to offend him. In 
the final analysis the problem of McCar- 
ran resolves itself into one of the seniority 


_ system, for it is his 17 years as a Senator 


that enable this solid-silver obstructionist 
to achieve positions of authority, and noth- 
ing more. 

Congress cannot do away with the Me- 
Carrans as long as voters elect them, but

In the present volume Knight is trying 
to give the layman a word-picture of man’s 
emergence from darkness to light, the story 
of the discovery of the earliest human rél- 
ics, (such as the Chinese giant type, the 
Pithecanthropus of Java, the Heidelberg 
and Neanderthal of Europe, the Cro-Mag- 
non of France) the story of man’s struggle 
for existence, the story of the contribution 
of each of the early races to man’s total 
development. The account, illustrated by 
twenty-one excellent paintings and four 
line-drawings, is short of the high mark 
set by his museum paintings. The story he 
tells as a whole lacks the fascination that 
is inherent in it. 

Perhaps the repetition of ideas and facts, 
the somewhat loose organization, the paral- 
lels mostly inspired by modern conditions, 
and the effort towards morvalization, break 
the continuity of the story and diminish its 
effect, The layman, however, will find in 
the book an accurate general story of the 
primitive man, a good many sound observa- 
tions, and perhaps the incentive for further 
reading on this fascinating topic.

feature of the Marshall plan has 
been that the dollars appropriated 
by Congress have been so largely 
earmarked and tied to particular 
American exports. The same num- 
ber of dollars made freely avail- 
able in world trade would have 
been far more effective in expand- 
ing world trade. 

Thus if Britain has to spend 
$300,000,000 ECA dollars directly

Policies Must Change. 


But the evident truth is that 
the situation cannot be handled 
“within the framework of our ex. 
isting foreign economic policies.“ 

Even the palliative measures 


to use ECA dollars to buy Cana- 
dian wheat, made the existing 
framework creak. For if that 
agreement is within the letter, it 
is not, as a chorus of Senators 
are saying, plainly within the 
spirit of the existing law. 

The Administration knows, of 
course, that the existing frame- 
work of our foreign economic pol- 
icies is going to have to be en- 
larged and reconstructed. That 
will have to be done if the crisis 
is to be liquidated in an orderly 
fashion, and it will certainly have 
to be done if the crisis gets out 
of hand, and the precarious struc- 
ture of the world economy breaks 
down. So the President will be 
wise to grasp the nettle now, and 
make it plain to Congress and 
the people that this country can- 
not stand pat and let the crisis 
of the sterling area become a 
convulsion in Europe and in Asia. 

There is no better place to be- 
gin than by meeting squarely the 
issue raised by Senators Wherry, 
Butler and Kem. They may be 
right that under the law the 
Administration cannot authorize 
Great Britain to use ECA dollars 
to buy wheat in Canada, now that 
wheat has been declared to be in 
surplus in the United States. But 
if Senator Wherry is-right about 
the law, then the law should be 
amended. 


How Trade Works. 


It. will take an effort to per- 
suade Congress to amend the law. 
But the effort will pay hand- 
some dividends. It will open the 
way to that fundamental revision 
of the Marshall plan, which was 


desirable from the beginning and 


on American wheat, all that hap- 
pens is that Britain gets the 
wheat and the American producers 
get the dollars. But if Britain 
can buy the wheat more cheaply 
in Canada, she gets the wheat, 
the Canadian producers get the 
United States dollars. The Ca- 
nadians, however, do not keep 
those dollars. They spend them 
in the United States to Buy Ameri- 
can products that Canadians could 
not otherwise buy. 


Collectivists Kem, Wherry. 


The dollars always come back 
to the United States. Unless they 
are hidden in mattresses, they 
must ceme back to the United 
States because in the end only 
in the United States can they be 
cashed in for goods. Always Ameri- 


cans finally get all the dollars 


that Congress appropriates. But 
while the dollars have been travel- 
ing around, a great many different 
producers and merchants in three 
countries are able to do business 
they would not otherwise be able 
to do if the ECA dollars had to 
be spent directly on United States 
wheat. 

The free use of the dollars pro- 
motes trade. The earmarking of 
dollars, on the other hanc, makes 
for a regimented, restricted gov- 
ernment operation. It is in essence 
a form of relief for the Marshall 
aid countries and in the United 
States it is a form of subsidized 
dumping. 

Senator Wherry and Senator 
Kem have recently made big 
noises about how much they dis- 
like the planned collectivism of 
Britain and how much they like 
free enterprise in a free economy. 
It is about time they realized that 
the more they insist on earmark- 
ing the ECA. dollars, the more 
they compel the European govern- 
ments and the American Govern- 
ment to go in for the bureaucratic 
planning and regimentation of ex- 
ports and imports between Europe 
and America. 


A Killing Straitjacket. 


They are horrified at the thought 
of politicians and bureaucrats 
managing business transactions. 
And yet they insist that the Amer- 
ican politicians and bureaucrats 
should spend most of théir time 
working with European politicians 
and bureaucrats preparing planned 
export and import programs which 
then have to be passed on in de- 
tail by four congressional com- 
mittees composed of politicians. 

The Marshall plan will certainly 
fail to bring us anywhere ‘within 
sight of its objectives if it con- 
tinues to be an instrument for 
forcing European exports and im- 
ports into a rigid pattern, worked 
out not in the market place but 
in government offices and in legis- 
lative committees.

AR AGE EXHIBITION 
10 OPEN TOMORROW 


Military, Civilian Craft to Be 
on Display 2 Days at 
Lambert Field. 


An Air Age exhibition, showing 
late developments in military and 
civilian aviation, will be held to- 
morrow and Sunday at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field. The exhibition 


will be conducted by the Aviation 
Council of Greater St. Louis in 
co-operation with the city of St. 
Louis. 

W. Stuart Symington, Secretary 
of the Air Force, will be the prin- 
cipal speaker at the Aviation 
Council’s annual dinner tomorrow 
night at the Hotel Statler, Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst also will speak. 

The B-36 bomber and a St. Louis- 
made Navy Banshee jet-fighter 
will be two of the planes on dis- 
play and the Air Force’s new 
C-97 cargo plane, which carries 
137 men, will make its first St. 
Louis appearance at the exhibi- 
tion. Also appearing will be jet 
F-80 “Shooting Stars,” and jet 
F-86 fighters. 

Air Force pilots from Williams 
Air Force Base, Williams, Ariz., 
jet flying teams known as the 
“Marine Phantoms” and the Air 
Force “acrojets” will participate 
in precision maneuvers. Seventy 
Navy planes of various types,will 
take part in a mass flight. The 
Navy’s Constitution, with a capac- 
ity of 180 passengers, also will be 
flown here on Sunday. 

The Air Force Exhibit Unit 
from Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base, Dayton, O., will demonstrate 
guided missiles in a ground ex- 
hibit and also will show an XF-85 
Parasite. This jet plane, developed 
by the McDonnell Aircraft Corp. 
of St. Louis, which also makes 
the Banshee, is launched from 
and returns toa “mother” bomber. 

The unit also will exhibit a cut- 
away B-29 fuselage to show the 
controls, gun positions, radio 
equipment and other „features of 
the big bomber. 

Films of actual wartime air 
combat operations will be shown 
by the Seventy- first Fighter Wing, 
Air National Guard, during open 
house in its hangar at the field. 
Planes and other equipment of the 
Air Guard will be on display and 
an acrobatic team of the 110th 
Fighter Squadron will fly Sunday 
afternoon. 

The world's first ram-jet heli- 
copter, known as “Little Henry,” 
built for the Air Force by the 
McDonnell company, will be flown 
in its first public demonstrations 
during the exhibition. 

Civilian aviation will be repre- 
sented in a “personal plane prome- 
nade” of 50 models of the latest 
designs of six major manufactur- 
ers of personal and business craft. 


DR. AUGUST KROGH DIES; 
DANE WON 1920 NOBEL PRIZE 


COPENHAGEN, Sept. 16 (AP) 
—Dr. August Krogh, Danish physi- 
ological scientist and Noble prize 
winner of 1920, died Tuesday, 
Copenhagen University announced 
today., He was 74 years old. The 
announcement of the death was 
withheld until after the funeral to 
comply with Krogh’s last wish, a 
university spokesman said. 

Krogh was a professor at Copen- 
hagen University for many years. 
He won an international reputa- 
tion and the Noble prize for phys- 
iology and medicine through his 
experiments on the function and 
regulation of the capillaries, the 
tiny carriers of blood between ar- 
teries and veins. 

He was the first ~ scientist to 
show that the absorption of oxy- 
gen in the lungs of men and ani- 
mals can be explained by a sim- 
ple physiological process. He 
proved that the filling of blood in 
the capillaries varies with the 
work of the muscles.

With 
her designs, milady zips her- 
self into a glamorous evening 
gown with attached founda- 
tions in nothing flat and 
is promptly ready for any im- 
portant engagement. 


To prove that this quick 


dressing is a reality and not just 


a designer’s sales talk, the creator 
of the fabulous theme gives her 
own demonstration. In a fashion 
show at Montaldo’s yesterday Ma- 
rusia zipped herself in and out of 
the majority of 53 costumes of her 
own creation, and modeled them 
for a crowd of fascinated women 
while the clock ticked off an hour. 
The same performance was re- 
peated today. Marusia is also 
creator of what she terms “the 
Complete Look.” 

The secret of the quick-dressing 
which Marusia performs and 
which any woman can achieve 
with her clothes is largely due to 
the extremely long slide-fasteners 
which she uses, She believes that 
a costume should be stepped into 
and not pulled on over the head.

However, 
neither of them could be blamed 
for fearing further aggressiveness; 
if spades had not broken so well 
or if the club king had not been 
finessable, a four-spade contract 
might have beon severely pun- 
ished. Besides, as it happened, 
they did not have to “save” 
against the adverse heart contract. 

West laid down the ace of 
spades, and though South dropped 
the queen, continued with a sec- 
ond round. South, in with the 
king, carefully counted the trumps 
in the combined hands, then, ob 
viously satisifed with his addition, 
laid down the trump ace. He was 
disgusted when West showed out, 
but, shifting to diamonds, he 
hoped to discard a club. East 
dashed this hope by ruffing the 
third round and returning a club. 
Down one! 

With 11 trumps in the com- 
bined hands, South’s conclusion 
that the king should fall was not 
at all unreasonable, but his appli- 
cation of the “rule” to this case 
“was an extremely bad tactic! It 
was-not important whether or not 
South lost a trump trick—the vital 
point was to avoid losing that 
trick to East! Thus, the markedly 
correct maneuver was to enter 
dummy with a diamond and to 
finesse against the king of 
trumps! Suppose West could and 
did win with the blank king— 
what of it? West could not launch 
a dangerous attack in clubs, and 
declarer, at his own leisure, could 
later discard a club on dummy’s 
fourth diamond.

The 
heavy, firm, tart, snappy flavored 
apples now on the market are just 
the ones to use. Since this dessert 
naturally is about as deep as it is 
wide, its heavy load of apples 
would not cook thoroughly 
through by the time the buttered 
bread crust toasts to that rarest 
golden brown color if raw apples 
were used. That's why the apples 
are precooked, and these apples 
are cooled to prevent the bread 
trom soaking which would pre- 
vent it browning successfully. 

The générous amount of butter 
or margarine also contributes to 
the desired fine color. Every 

ei homemaker who once learns how 
sito make a lovely. charlotte will 
PVant to repeat it now and then 
and will want to find an ideal 
mold for making it. A pound 
coffee can is the ideal shape, but 
the paint on the outside and the 
tei lacquer on the inside make it im- 
practical. The best available mold 
is the No. 2% tin can and the 
sei circle of tin removed when the 
can was opened. This circle of tin 
laid over the top circle of bread 
. assists in browning it to the same 
color as the bottom and sides.

occasionally to prevent sticking.
